Fo r o ne, President Jo haso n subscribes to the 
theo ry that go o d health is bey o nd price.

spending to increase to nearly $16 billipn fo r fiscal 
19 6 9 beginning July 1. 
The message po inted o ut that the natio n spends 
a to tal o f $5 0 billio n a y ear fo r health—by priVate 
as well as Federal, state and lo cal agencies—and that 
unless the co st spiral fo r medical care is sto pped, the 
nat io n's health bill co uld reach a staggering $100 bil­ 
lio n by 19 7 5 . The co st o f pro v iding medical care 
to a family then co uld do uble. 
Well, the federal co st has mo i'c than do ubled in 
fo ur y ears. Sho uldn’t the federal go v ernment set an 
ex ample in cutting these co sts? After all, it Sets the 
pace. It sho uld make the eco no mies, no t ex pand the 
co st. 


Juv enile Jury Trial 


Thirty y ears ago , the U.S. Juv enile Delinquency 
Act pro v ided that a mino r who faces Federal criminal 
charges auto matically waiv es his right to a jury trial. 
Were he to demand a jury trial, he wo uld be tried 
as an adult. The charge wo uld beco me a felo ny , no t 
a misdemeano r. 
Co ngress so ught by this act to rehabilitate y o uths. 
A y o uth co uld no t be co mmitted upo n co nv ictio n to 
a term ex ceeding that giv en to an adult in a similar 
case and co uld no t be held bey o nd his mino rity . Best 
o f all, he wo uld no t be co nsidered a criminal and ho 
wo uld no t lo se his civ il rights as he wo uld if co nv icted 
as a felo n. 
When a 16 -y ear-o ld bo y was charged 
with v io lat­ 
ing the Federal marijuana laws in New Yo rk, his atto r­ 
ney Theo do re Krieger, demanded a trial by jury , but 
requested a three-judge panel to pass o n the co n­ 
stitutio nality o f the Act. 
U.S. Judge Haro ld R. Ty ler Jr. fo und the part o f 
the act that say s requesting a jury subjects the ju­ 
v enile to trial as an adult unco nstitutio nal because it 
depriv es him o f his rights under the Six th Amend­ 
ment. Ty ler held that it penalizes the defendant and 
makes v ery nearly pro hibitiv e a cho ice o f a jury trial. 
If this judgment is upheld, juv eniles will bo able 
to get jury trials witho ut being treated as felo ns. They 
will still get a seco nd chance to escape a life o f crime.

One thing has been made 
plain but is essential to the 
initiation of a peace confer­ 
ence. It is that the United 
states is committed to an in- 
definate stay in Vietnam not­ 
withstanding 
the voices of 
dissent at home which have 
raised 
false 
hopes 
of 
an 
American withdrawal either 
under the Johnson adminis­ 
tration or a new president. If 
the Soviets became convinced 
that no such retreat is likely, 
they would probably be glad 
to find a method of extract­ 
ing themselves from the Viet­ 
nam dilemma and building 
a new 
bridge between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. 
The Kremlin has repeatedly 
proclaimed its desire to ad­ 
vance 
the cause of world 
peace. The Soviet government 
would find It difficult to turn 
down a bid for a joint con­ 
ference dealing not just with 
the 
Vietnam 
problem 
but 
also with the future relations 
of the Soviet Union and the 
United States. 
Peace has again been pre­ 
served through the channels 
of 
international 
diplomacy. 
This cannot, however, be ac­ 
complished by public state­ 
ments that intensify hostile 
feelings. The issues m ust be 
presented 
privately 
before­ 
hand through knowledgeable 
and tactful diplomats in un- ■ 
publicized meetings. If this 
does not succeed, the United 
States can reveal the nature 
of its efforts and hope for 
world opinion to he mobilized 
behind future steps to achieve 
the objecUves of the peace 
plan.

Sen. Karl Mundt and former 
Gov. Archie Gubbrud. Their 
natural advantages in any 
real test would seem to be 
immense. 
But the m atter may not be 
that simple for the Nixon 
forces. 
In 1964, an all-out Barry 
Coldwater slate lost 2 to I to 


an unpledged slate favored by 
the party leaders (who in the 
end voted for Coldwater any­ 
way!. In 1952, Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower lost to the late 
Sen. Robert A. Taft by less 
than 1,000 votes in a bitterly 
fought South Dakota primary 
featuring a nasty whispering 
campaign against the general 
(he was portrayed to Ger- 
man-Americans as the de­ 
spoiler of Germany in World 
War II). 
On Feb. 21 of this year, 
The Sioux Falls Argus-Leader 
in a statewide poll showed 
Rockefeller beating Lyndon 
Johnson 56 to 25 while Nixon 
edges him 51 to 34. A Decem­ 
ber poll had Rocky over LBJ 
58 to 32 and Nixon leading 
the President 52 to 36. 
These tests obviously In­ 
clude Democratic voters who 
could not take part in South 
Dakota's Republican primary. 
But Nixop's haw kish views on 
Vietnam, if matched against 
possibly more flexible Rocke­ 
feller positions, might handi­ 
cap Nixon among Republican 
voters. 
As partial evidence, Sen. 
George McGovern, a Demo­ 
cratic “dove” often presumed 
to be "in trouble” on Viet­ 
nam. is shown in the Argus- 
I^ader poll to be beating Boe 
70 to 24 and Gubbrud 70 to 
27 in trial heats for the 1968 
US.

Thirty years ago, the U.S. Juvenile Delinquency 
Aet provided that a minor who faces Federal criminal 
charges automatically waives hts right to a jury trial. 
Were he to demand a jury trial, he would be tried 
as an adult. rI'he charge would become a felony, not 
a misdemeanor. 
Congress sought by this act to rehabilitate youths. 
A youth could not bt1 committed upon conviction to 
a term exceeding that given to an adult in a similar 
case and could not be held beyond his minority. Best 
of all, he would not be considered a criminal and he 
would not lose his civil rights as he would if convicted 
as a felon. 
When a 16-year-old boy was charged with violat­ 
ing the Federal marijuana laws in New York, his attor­ 
ney Theodore Krieger, demanded a trial by jury, but 
requested a three-judge |>anel to pass on the con­ 
stitutionality of the Act. 
U.S. Judge Harold R. Tyler Jr. found the part of 
the act that says requesting a jury subjects tho ju­ 
venile to trial as an adult unconstitutional because it 
deprives him of his rights under the Sixth Amend­ 
ment. Tyler held ti tat it penalizes the defendant and 
makes very nearly prohibitive a choice of a jury trial. 
If this judgment is upheld, juveniles will be able 
to get jury trials without being treated as felons. They 
will still get a second chance to escape a life of crime.

WASHINGTON—The Senate 
is going through political ag­ 
ony trying to write a fair 
housing bill that does not hit 
too hard at the typical Amer­ 
ican homeowner. 
Both Democratic and Re­ 
publican parties were 
split 
sharply in the first test of 
strength on what was called 
the 
“ Congressman’s exemp­ 
tion." Civil rights forces suf­ 
fered a setback but it was 
hard to tell immediately how 
big 
a 
loophole 
has 
been 
opened in the bill. 
The Senate voted 48 to 45 to 
exempt individuals who own 
up to three homes if they do 
not use a real estate agent 
to rent or sell their property. 
Supporters of the provision 
said it would exclude many 
Senators 
and 
Congressmen 
from the ban on racial dis­ 
crimination in the rental or 
sale of homes or apartments 
since many lawmakers own 
a home in their district and 
another in or near Washing­ 
ton. 
It also would exempt other 
two-home or three home own­ 
ers even if they were not occu­ 
pying their home at the time 
of sale or rental. 
Military 
and foreign service officers 
were said to be in this cat­ 
egory since their assignments 
often require them to leave 
the United States, 
The 
exemption 
provides, 
however, that the homes in 
question must not be rented 
more than once in two years 
and a broker must not be­ 
come involved. 
Under the compromise ar­ 
ranged with the aid of Sen. 
Everett M. Dirksen (R 111.) 
single-family homes would be 
excluded from coverage only 
if they are sold or rented by 
an owner “ residing in such 
house at the time of such 
sale or rental, or who was 
the most recent resident” be­ 
fore the sale or rental. 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd (D- 
W. Va.) proposed the exemp­ 
tion over the opposition of 
the bipartisan coalition han­ 
dling the bill. 
Byrd, assistant Democrat­ 
ic leader, was joined by the 
Democratic Whip. Sen. Rus­ 


sell B. Long (La.), in voting 
for the exemption. The par­ 
ty’s 
Senate 
leader, 
Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, voted 
against it. 
Sen. 
Walter 
F. 
Mondale 
(D Minn.), one of the floor 
managers for the bill, said 
the 
original 
administration 
measure would have covered 
% per cent of all housing. 
The Dirksen substitute would 
cover about 80 per cent of 
homes and apartments. 
“ We see no reason to let 


anyone 
discriminate.” 
Mon­ 
dale said. “ There will be no 
dire consequences if the bill 
is approved without further 
exemptions.” 
Sen. Spessard Holland (D- 
Fla.», a spokesman for the 
southern Democrats, who are 
almost 
solidly 
against

measure, said there was a 
“ fetish" about fairness toward 
a minority.

personal rights,” he told the 


Senate. A western Republican, 
however, Sen. Peter H. Dom­ 
inick of Colorado, countered:

Nix o n Ra ises Sp ecter o f Op en 
Wa rfa re in Cities This Summer

WASHINGTON—Richard M. 
Nixon has raised the specter 
of open warfare in the nation’s 
cities this summer and called 
for 
preparations 
to 
“ meet 
force with force.” 
The former Vice President 
said there could be a “cooler 
summer" 
only if notice is 
clearly served that “ retalia­ 
tion against the perpetrators 
and the planners of violence 
will be swift and sure.” 
Nixon delivered what was 
billed the “ basic speech" of 
his presidential campaign in a 
nationwide political broadcast 
five days prior to the New 
Hampshire primary. 
The speech reinforced the 
impression that Nixon is mov­ 
ing toward a harder line on 
the 
racial 
question 
and 
a 
softer line on the Vietnam 
war. 
Nixon, who argued for U. S. 
military intervention in Viet­ 
nam as far back as 1954, indi­ 
cated he now believed there 
could not be “ a military vic­ 
tory 
in 
the 
conventional 
sense.” 
“ The 
administration,” 
he 
said, “ has failed to under­ 
stand the nature of this kind 
of war. This is different from 
other wars and far more com­ 
plex. It is a war for people, 
not for territory, and it can­ 
not be won by military means 
alone.” 
Much of what Nixon had to 
say appealed to the doves. He 
called for greater “ nonmili­ 


tary measures" by the admin­ 
istration. including an effort 
to “ enlist the Soviets on the 
side of peace” and pressure 
on the South Vietnamese to 
bear a larger share of their 
own defense. 
Other remarks were com­ 
forting to the hawks. 
“ Our 
military power,” he said, “ has 
been frittered away in a mis­ 
guided policy of gradualism; 
if we had used our power 
quickly, we could have ended 
it with far less than we are 
now using.” 
Nixon’s remarks on the ra­ 
cial question were similarly 
balanced. 
“ The violence being threat­ 
ened this summer,” he said, 
“ is more in the nature of a 
war than a riot . . . on the 
one hand, we must take the 
warnings to heart and pre­ 
pare to meet force with force 
if necessary . . . 
“ But on the other hand, we 
must move with both compas­ 
sion and conviction to bring 
the American dream to the 
ghetto.” 
Nixon 
said there can be 
rapid 
Negro 
progress 
only 
“ when private enterprise gets 
into the ghetto and when the 
people in the ghetto get into 
private enterprise.” 
He conceded that Negroes 
had legitimate complaints but 
insisted: 
“ These 
mounting 
threats of violence come when 
there 
has 
never 
been 
less 
cause for violence, and never 
less excuse for rebellion. 
“ Never have we been 


close to the achievement of a 
just and abundant society in 
which the age old wants of 
man are met and the age old 
grievances of the disinherited 
set right.” 
Nixon again criticized the 
report of President Johnson s 
Commission on Civil Disorders 
for “ its tendency to lay the 
blame for the riots on every­ 
one except the rioters." 
“ One thing worse than not 
keeping 
a 
promise." 
Nixon 
said, "is making a promise 
that cannot be kept. The com­ 
mission rightly sounded a note 
of urgency and it rightly pic­ 
tured the task ahead in the 
cities as massive. 
“ But it would be unrealistic 
to raise hopes that the vast 
programs the commission. pro­ 
posed might all be done at 
once. And it would also be a 
disservice to suggest to the 
dwellers in those slums that 
they need only wait for fed­ 
eral housing, federal jobs and 
a federal guaranteed income.” 
Nixon 
warned 
the 
Negro 
community that a new out­ 
break of violence this sum­ 
mer “ could engulf not only 
the cities, but all the racial 
progress made in these trou­ 
bled years. 
“ Excesses on one side," he 
said, “ bring excesses on the 
other; we could too readily 
be drawn into a spiral of vio­ 
lence and vengeance. We can 
ill afford the destruction of 
our cities; we could even less 
afford the ravaging of our so­ 
ciety.”

Jack Miller (R-Iowa), 
for example, has a proposal 
pending to let a homeowner 
Nixon Raises Specter of Open
